An Interior Ministry com- 
munique blamed the killing and 
sabotage on terrorists belonging 
to the Algerian National Libera. 
tion Front (FLN). 

It was the worst toncerted 
outbreak by the FLN in Metro- 
politan France since the 
Algerian rebellion began nearly 
four years ago. 

The slaying of the four police- 
men deeply disturbed French 
President Rene Coty, In a tele- 
gram to Interior Minister Emile 
Pelletier, Coty said he was 
“profoundly indignant to the 
abominable attacks.” 

The FLN action was obvious- 
iv an effort to draw new atten- 
tion to its demand for full inde. 
pendence for Algeria. It comes 
at a moment when Premier 
Charlies de Gaulle is stumping 
French African possessions to 
get support for his new Consti- 
tution. 

The constitution would pro- 
vide for internal autonomy with- 
in a French “conimunity of na- 
tions.”

The declaration encouraged 
the belief, furthermore, that 
Communist China was pursuing 
a tough policy in world affairs, 
and did not want a summit con- 
ference, at least not without its 
own participation. 


Some believed that Khrush- 
chev, who wanted a summit 


conference, had had to fall in 
line with the Chinese Commt- 
nists by backing out of his 
earlier agreement to attend a 
summit meeting of the Security 
Council. 

This difference of approach 
toward world issues between 
Moscow and Peiping appeared 
to observers to be still persist- 
ing.

The Defense Ministry said 
that one MIG crashed in flames 
into the Taiwan Straits and the 
other plunged into the sea west 
of Big Quemoy Island, 

Reports conflicted sharply on 
the number of planes involved 
in the eight-minute aerial duel 
which took place at duak. 

The ministry's communique 
sald eight American-built but 
Nationalist piloted Sabres bat- 
tled against “several tens of 
MIG17s.” 

But autheritative military 
sources said the engagement 
involved 40 Sabres and 46 of 
the faster MIGs. 

The military garrisons on the 
Quemoy Islands withstood their 
third consecutive day of massive 
Communist artillery shelling 
from Communist shore batteries 
forming a huge half are around 
the Nationalist outpost islands. 

The Defense Ministry said 
5,902 high explosive shells rain- 
ed down on Big Quemoy and 
te satellite islands in three 
separate bombardments Mon- 


day. 

At least 429 Chinese soldiers 
and civilians have been killed 
or wounded in the concentrated 
shellings which opened Satur- 
day night, according to Defense 
Ministry tabulations.

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China From Slag 


It's certain an atoms-for- -peace 
industry of a sort will soon be 
started up in Tottori, a rural 
prefecture in the western part 
of the Japan Sea coast, 


One of the engineers of the 
local prefectural industria! Ja- 
boratory has succeeded in mak- 
ing chinaware out of uranium. 
of which Tottori has a rich de- 
posit. 

The new industry won't hurt 
the supply of uranium for other, 
bigger purposes. 

Engineer Jinichi Kato con- 
ceived the idea of the new in- 
dustry from the slag of uranium 
ore. Prompted by a vague 
idea, he crushed them one day 
—and found they resembled in 
content to clay. 


He had them refined, 
made an experiment. The only 
objection to the material was 
that it wasn’t as sticky as clay. 
But it was hard as metal, water- 
repellent and required less fuel 
for baking. Baked, the materi- 
al came out in an “elegant” 
brown color. It could be coated 
in any other color. 


The 49-year-old expert set to 
work last November and obtain- 
ed ashtrays and tiles. It has 
become certain that the materi- 
al can be made into many other 
things—roof tiles for Western- 
style houses, floor tiles, other 
building materials and handi- 
crafts of many kinds. 


Experiments have shown that 
production cost will be half that 
of chinaware. 


Mass production is certain be- 
cause Tottori has a 2,000, 900- 
ton deposit on the Tottori-Oka- 
yama prefectural border and 
processes about 200,000 tons a 
year, thus yielding enough slag.

Night Club Hostess Gives 
Testimony on Crowley 


By United Press International 


A willowy night club hostess 
with what the defense describ- 
ed as a “limited” knowledge of 
English delivered yesterday on 
the basis of the English con- 
versation she overheard the 
prosecution's most damaging 
testimony to date against 
Joseph Crowley. 

Crowley is on trial before the 
Tokyo District Court on the 
charge of fatally beating T.A.D. 
Jones Jr., his wealthy brother- 
in-law and president of the Con- 
necticutt company of which 
Crowley is executive vice presi- 
dent, 


Fumiko Takeda, attractive 26- 
year-old hostess at the plush 
Benibasha (red coach) night 
club, told the court she over- 
heard] Ben Guill, member of the 
U.S. Federal Maritime Commis- 
sion, urge Crowley to “tell the 
truth” to his wife, who is Jones’ 
sister. 

Asked by Chief Judge Saburo 
Yashima what Crowley replied, 
she said, “I am not sure whe- 
ther he said, ‘I cannot tell my 
wife’ or ‘what can [ tell my 
wife.”” 


She added, “I thought it was 
strange he couldn't tell what 
happened to his wife, he kept 
repeating it over and over 
again, almost as if he was talk- 
ing to himself.” 

The conversation, according 
to the woman, occurred in 
Guill’s suite at the Imperial 
Hotel on the night of May 8&8, & 
few hours after Jones’ death 
was discovered. 

The aroused defense panel 
bitterly attacked the dancer's 
“limited” knowledge of English 
and promised to put the picture 
right when it put Guill on the 


stand next month to testify on 
his conversation with Crowley, 

An angry Crowley exploded, 
“her understanding of English 
is just horrible. I had to tell 
my wife that her brother had 
died. I remember I kept say- 
ing, “My God, How can I tell 
my wife?” 

Just before Miss Takeda, an 
olive-skinned masseuse in a 
Turkish bath house, 20-year~oid 
Wakako Tanaka, told the court 
she was attending to Crowley 
on the afternoon of Mav 8 when 
he received a telephone call. 
The prosecution claims this was 
the call from Kissinger notify- 
ing Crowley of Jones’ death. 

“Before the telephone call, he 
appeared happy and normal,” 
she said. “After the call, he be- 
came very depressed and sad. 
Instead of lying down for a mas- 
sage, he had three or four 
glasses of scotch and water and 
left shortly after 5 p.m.” 

The next hearings in the trial 
were set for Aug. 28, Sept. 5 
and 6.

The Foreign Exchange Fund 
Special Account recorded a 
deficit of ¥48 million for the 
first time in July since the crea- 
tion of the account in 1951, 

The Finance Ministry has re- 


portediy begun to study a 
measure to make up for swell- 
ing deficits in the account 


through selling the Government- 
held foreign currency to the 
Bank of Japan. 

Informanta revealed that as 
things stand now, the account 
a total loss of ¥2,000 
million to ¥3,000 million by the 
end of this fiscal 

The special account realized 
a profit of ¥1,100 million during 
fiscal 1950 from the gelling and 
buying of foreign exchange to 
and from traders. The profit 
was ¥540 million in 1956 and 
¥3,760 million in 1957, 

The Finance Ministry had 
earlier estimated a profit for 
this fiscal vear at ¥610 million. 
The account produced a com- 
bined profit of ¥450 million for 
the April-June period. 

The unfavorable July trend Is 
expected to continue. 

Reasons given by informants 
for the expected loss are: 

1. With the progress in the 
liberalization of foreign ex- 
change deals, transactions be- 
tween the especial account and 
foreign exchange banks have 
shown a considerable decrease, 
because exchange banks have 
engaged in exchange cover 
through interbank deals or the 
marriage of selling and buying 
exchange bills. 

Transactions of pound ex- 
changes, moreover, have dis. 
appeared since the liberalization 
of pound sterling. 

2. Owing to the worldwide 
alleviation of the monetary 
situation, the money rate for 
foreign currency deposits and 
bonds has been lowered, reduc- 
ing the revenue from the opera- 
tion of foreign currency. 

3. Due to the improvement 
of the international account, the 
holding by the account of for- 
eign currency has considerably 
increased, increasing yen fund 
borrowings in the account.

Tool Co. Fond du Lac, Wis., 
revealing that the latter's 
magnetic tape-controlled spar 


and skin milling machines are 
now in use in American aircraft 
and missile plants. 


Yon Behren’s firm (3M) pro- 
duces the Scotch brand magne- 
tic tape which is a Key part of 
the Giddings and Lewis 
Numericord control system. 


The magnetic tape serves as 
a “memory system” for the 
automatic machines on which a 
complete “program” of instruc- 
tions can be recorded in ad- 
vance and stored. 

Upon playback, the roll of 
magnetic tape then controls the 
machine automatically, 


Chief advantage of the 
Giddings and Lewis system, 
Yon Behren said, comes from 


the increased reliability which 
results from “splitting” the 
automation system between 
office and factory. 

This is made possible, he said, 
by magnetic tape’s ability to 
record large amounts of “inter- 
polated” data suitable for 
machine tool control in compact 
form. 

He also maintained that use 
of magnetic tape increased reli- 
ability because it eliminated the 


factor of physical damage to 
the cards of punched tape 
which may result from con- 


tinued use and reuse over an 
extended period of time—a fac- 
tor which he said was little or 
no problem in the case of 
magnetic tape. 

He stated that a roll of mag- 
netic tape only 14 inches in dia- 
meter (7,200 feet 
wide tape) can control a 
chine tool for 14¢ hours. 

In describing a “split” system, 
Von Behren explained that the 
first step in numerical control 
systems is to take key contour 
coordinates—a rough outline of 
the curve to be machined—i- 
rectiv off the blueprints and 
code them on a punched tape 
or punched cards.

The key coordinates are then | 
fed into an electronic compfiter | 
whieh calculates all the inter- 
mediate coordinates and again; 


codes them either 


on punched 

tape or cards. 
At this stage the punched 
cards or tape are then fed into 


an interpolator. 

An interpolator is an electro- 
nic device which translates in- 
formation of an _ intermittent 
nature (such as supplied by a 
series of punched cards) into in- 
formation of a continuous na-) 
ture which is suitable for ma} 
chine tool control. 

Systems which do not use| 
magnetic tape require that the; 
interpolator be located at the 
machine. 

In the Giddings and Lewis 
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system, however, the use of 
magnetic tape makes it possible 
to record and store the entire 
interpolator output in continu- 
ous form on a roll of magnetic 
tape. 


This makes it possible to 
“split” the system so that the 
interpolator can be installed in 
an office atmosphere under ideal 
operating conditions of clean- 
liness, temperature and humidi- 
ty—which greatly increases re- 
liability—for turning out the 
programmed tapes. 


The magnetic tapes can be 
played back through relatively 
simple machine control electro- 
nics permitting reliable, full 
time use of the tools. 


Splitting the system frees the 
computer and the interpolator 
for additional programming, 
Von Behren said, since a single 
computer and interpolator, us- 
ing the Giddings and Lewis sys- 
tem, can be used to turn out 
programmed magnetic tapes for 
many machine tools. 


It also makes it possible to 
take advantage of the interpo- 
lator’s high speed, since tapes 
can be prepared many times 
faster than they can be played 
back with the machine tool in 
operation. 


In systems which are not 
split between the interpolator 
and the machine tool, the inter- 
polator is restricted from oper- 
ating at peak efficiency by the 
relative slowness of the actual 
machining operation, 

Other advantages of storing 
the interpolator output on mag- 
netic tape, Von Behren said, are 
that tapes can be easily duplicat- 
ed by common tape-copying 
methods; can be mailed to any 
part of the country or the 
world; can be stockpiled for use 
in accelerated production dur- 
ing a national emergency; and, 
can be erased and reused. 


Furthermore, he added, even 
Voice commands—instructions 
or reminders to the machine at- 
terdant—can be included on the 
magnetic tape if desired,

But now — unhappily — the 
platitudes did not sound as 
though they ought to be in- 
scribed in letters of fire, ’ 
did not sound, either, like 
prefaces to fruitful, positive ac- 
tion. They sounded, rather, 
like the words a man speaks 
about great and painful prob- 
lems which he is not sure how 
to tackle. 

At the end of the conference, 
the President admitted that the 
problems were pressing in upon 
him much more heavily nowa- 
days than they ever did in the 
past—"“TI think there are more 
of them,” he said, “and | don’t 


know whether it is just be- 
cause I notice them more, or 
because there actually§ are 


more.” But, of course, it is true 
there are Many more problems 
now. For this deeply good man 


has heen wonderfully lucky 
all his life: but now, his luck 
has turned: and so, alas, has 


the luck of the United States.

Bamboo Leaves 

Bamboo is so widely used in 
Japan that it has become deeply 
imbedded in the people's life. 
Not only is it an indispensable 
material for building houses and 
making various utensils, but the 
bamboo and its leaves have also 
come to possess special meaning. 

At the tanabata festival of 
Julv 7, the people still hang 
strips of paper on which wishes 
are written on bamboo branches. 
A bamboo standing on the north 
of a tomb means good buck, it 
is widely believed. Even in 
such modern cemeteries as the 
Tama Public Cemetery, Tokyo, 
there are many bamboos. 


The custom of tying wishing 
paper on the branches of trees 
and bamboos within shrine or 
temple compounds is still fol- 
lowed. Such wishes are made 
generally for love, marriage, 
success or recovery from illness. 

In the ok! days, there was a 
custom in many parts of the 
country of writing one’s name 
and age on the leaf of the take 
(bamboo) or sasa fgrass bam- 
boo) for good luck. In Edo 
days, the people used to bring 
their bamboo leaves with their 
names and ages written on them 
to a temple in Yanaka, to have 
a prayer said over them by the 
priest. Taking the leaves home, 
they put them over the ailing 
portions of their body, and then 


wrapping up the leaves in 
paper, buried them in _ the 
ground. For seven days they 


had to water the spot, and then 
it was believed they would be 
absolutely cured of their sick- 
ness or pains. 

Many regions have tales of 
young people in love going to a 
hamboo hedge to tie their prayer 
paper for successful marriage. 

The ancient people 
wrap up various foodstuffs in 
the leaves of take or sasa. Chi- 
maki, a sweet which is still 
eaten on the May 5 Boys’ Festi- 
val is wrapped up in bamboo 
leaves.

Vienna, the capital of Aus» 
tria, perhaps ia more important 
historically and culturally than 
any other European city. For 
an interested visitor, the city 
can offer an infinite amount of 
pleasure and inspiration. One 
onivy regrets that his time is 
much too limited to do justice 
to the fascinating capital. 

It was here the emperors of 
the Holy Roman Empire had 
their residences. Because of its 
geographic location, Vienna 
was the point of the conflux of 
the Germanic, Slavic, Italian 
and Hungarian peoples and cul- 
tures, 


Vienna was the home of the 
Hapsburgs, one of the most 
durable and richest dynastic 
families of Europe which help- 
ed the flowers of art and music 
biessom on the banks of the Da- 
nube. It is the cradle of the 
waltzes. It is where the Con- 
gress danced as a Furope, rav- 
aged by Napoleonic wars, was 
restored by the monarchs and 
their foreign ministers If the 
Congress of Vienna may be 
considered the first attempt ol 
the powers at solving interna- 
tional problems by discussion 
instead of warfare, then Vienna 
is the birthplace of the great- 
grandfather of the United Na- 
tions. , 


It is also the final stop for 
the Orient Express leaving 
Paris. The home of inter- 


national spies, Vienna was the 
locale for “The Third Man. 
This is where “Four in a Jeep” 
patrolled the streets during the 
post-World War Il occupation. 

Vienna is where Sigmund 
Freud had the world’s first 
“couch” in his study. It is 
where Beethoven wrote his 
symphonies and Mozart the in- 
fant prodigy began his career 
by performing before Maria 
Theresa. 

A secret of worthwhile travel 
abroad is to stay in a second- 
rate hotel—the kind where the 
native travelers stay. That is 
one way of coming to know 
better the people while avoid- 
ing the atmosphere of a Chicago 
convention transplanted to Eu- 
rope often found in “first-rate” 
hotels. 

In Vienna I found what I con- 
sidered a characteristically Vien- 
nese hote!|— Hotel Goldenes 
Lamm (Golden Lamb), three 
minutes’ walk away from the 
Opera house. Here as in most 
Germanic countries, the con- 
clergwe wears a uniform and 
visor cap. The rooms are old 
and the chances are that the 
doors of the wardrobe are ill- 
fitting and the bed lamp has a 
naked bulb. 

But as in Germany and else- 
where, the bed linen is sparkl- 
ing white. A charming fixture 
is the huge porcelain stove in a 
corner. The room faces the in- 
ner court where pigeons coo on 
the roof and the leaves of the 
overgrown garden rustle by the 
window. 

Speaking of cleanliness, when 
I expressed my marvel at that 
admirable quality in Germany, 
a German woman said, “But 
we are not the cleanest country 


in Europe.” What she had in 
mind was Holland. But in 
Vienna, too, I saw something

But this was in a small, city- 
tour agency office on the main 
street. 


The folksy friendliness found 
in Munich is also found in 
Vienna. Forty minutes before 
the airline bus left for the air- 
port, I had the compulsive 
feeling that | could not leave 
Vienna without taking a good 
look at the Danube. I took a 
streetcar Number B-K to the 
Reichsbruecke (Empire Bridge). 


As the streetcar approached 


my stop, I placed several un- 
familiar-looking coins on the 
palm of my left hand and 


wondered if it was the exact 
fare—two schillings 20 groschen. 
‘A woman standing beside 
me read my mind and 
volunteered: “Das ist richtich” 
(That is correct.) When [ asked 
i¢ this was the Reichebruecke 
before getting off, three or four 
people around me reptied. 

The standard city tour in- 
cludes stops at the Capuchin 
Church in whose basement is 
the imperial crypt. This is 
where all the members of the 
Hapsburgs, including Empress 
Maria ‘Theresa, her husband 
Francis I and their children, 
are serenely together in sealed 
metal coffins with ornate decor- 
ations. 

This seems to be &@ unique 
method of burial, if it could be 
called as such. The bodies are 
spatially so near the living (no 
ropes or chains keep visitors 
from the coffins) and yet they 
seem forever inaccessible in 
the massive metal urns, whose 
lids have been welded. 

The Schoenbrunn Castile, 
where the tour usually spends 
an hour, is the former abode 
of the living Hapsburgs. They 
probably spent more time here 
than in the Hofburg palace in 
the center of the city. The 
magnificent French garden as 
well as the palace itself, which 
it took one century to build and 
which has 1,400 rooms and 
hails, testify to the splendor, 
power and wealth the Austrian 
roval household enjoyed before 
the revolution of 1918. 

Here one can walk through 
the bedroom of Maria Theresa, 
and look through the same win- 
dow through which Franz 
Joseph saw the garden as he 
sat at his desk. This sort of tour 
would give a vicarious satisfac- 


tion to one who might be 
curious about the inner trap- 
pings of the royal palaces of 
the extant monarchies of 
Purope. 

I had heard about the 
“mushrooming” Viennese coffee 
shops, but | discovered that 


there is still no place like Nishi 
Ginza in the world. One has to 
look hard for a coffee shop in 
Vienna. In a few of them, 
however, I found a unique fea- 
ture. The shops provide news- 
papers for the benefit of their 
patrons. The copies are held to- 
gether by pieces of wood which 
come with a rattan frame to 
support the pages. Thus, one 
can read a newspaper by hold- 
ing it with one hand while his 
other hand can hold a coffee 
cup.
